* Key to our engagement is increasing dialogue and military contacts to improve 
understanding, while maintaining a position of strength, resolve, and mutual respect 
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6, DISCUSS THE MILITARY TO MILITARY RELATIONSHIP (end 4A4) 

* Military-to-military relations focused on building trust, confidence, and transparency, are 
central to U.S. engagement strategy 

* We support counterpart visits and encourage PLA participation in multinational conferences 

* We feel that CBMs such as Ship visits, including Hong Kong port calls, are opportune contacts 

* We strongly desire to begin bilateral PASSEX, SAREX, and humanitarian/disaster relief 
exercises 

** Exercises that focus on mutual concerns and benefits (safety, disaster response, medical) 
** My Special Operations Commander will brief you on a proposal for a medical or 

Humanitarian Assistance and Disaster Relief exchange they have developed 
** My ALCOM Commander will brief you on a proposal for a Search and Rescue training 

exchange 

* U.S. -China mil-to-mii relationship contributes to U.S. national goal to move forward in areas 
where we agree, and to reduce tensions in areas where we disagree 

Note: Two other Chinese delegations are visiting Hawaii later this month 

* Academy of Military Science (AMS). Army War College counterpart, headed by LTG Li Jijun, 
Vice President AMS, visits USARPAC 17-21 July after visit to AWC, TRADOC. Ft. Lewis, WA 

* PLA (Air Force) delegation visits PACAF, 18-20 July, topic is Air Force Education and Training 
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BACKUP TALKING POINTS WITH LIEUTENANT GENERAL WU QUANXU 
ONLY IF ASKED: 

1. WHAT ARE USCINCPAC VIEWS ON TAIWAN? (ends 4A5, 4A6) 

* We support only a peaceful resolution of the Taiwan issue 

* Other nations in the area share our concern and support peaceful resolution 

* Our obligation to assist in Taiwan's defense is mandated by U.S. law (TRA) 

* However, the USG does not support Taiwan independence, nor U.N. state membership 

* U.S. continues to support One China Policy, Three Joint Communiques 

* Ultimately, Taiwan's security depends on a constructive relationship with the PRC 

* It is the responsibility of both sides to avoid unnecessary provocation that increases tensions 

* It is encouraging to see the recent initiation of direct commercial shipping across the strait 

2. DO WE VIEW CHINA AS A THREAT TO OUR INTERESTS IN THE REGION? 

* We do not view China as a threat to U.S. interests 

* We are confident in who we are and in our strength, we feel threatened by no Asia-Pacific 
nation 

* However, where ever I go in the Pacific, I hear concerns 

** Many other nations in region are uncertain about your intentions 

* Increased contact, cooperation, and openness are key to lessening the uncertainty 

3. IS THE US-JAPAN DEFENSE ARRANGEMENT AIMED AT CONTAINING CHINA OR 
DEFENDING TAIWAN? 

* The security alliance is defensive in nature and aimed at no other country 

* The security alliance between the U.S. and Japan is a cornerstone for stability throughout Asia 

* In the Joint Declaration on Security, the U.S. and Japan reaffirmed their fundamental 
commitment to the United States-Japan security framework 

* Does not represent a fundamental change to the U.S. -Japan alliance, which is a defensive 
relationship and threatens no one 

* Additionally, the alliance includes close coordination between our two countries to meet new 
security challenges 

** spread of weapons of mass destruction, regional and international security cooperation, 
countering terrorism and promoting peace 

4. WHY DO WE FEEL THIS TREATY AND THE DEFENSE GUIDELINES REVIEW IS 
NECESSARY? 

* The U.S. -Japan defense alliance is indispensable for ensuring the security of Japan 

* It continues to play a key role in maintaining the peace and stability in the Asia-Pacific region 
*The review will help the U.S. and Japan better implement defense cooperation for the benefit 

of both nations and the region 

* The Defense Guidelines Review is not focused against any single country or situation 
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5. WHAT !S THE USCINCPAC POSITION ON PHILLiPINE CLAIMS IN THE SPRATLYS 
ISLANDS? 

* The U.S. takes no position on the legal merits of the competing claims to sovereignty in the 
South China Sea, however, we encourage a peaceful resolution 

* We would, however, view with serious concern any maritime claim, or restriction on maritime 
activity, in the South China Sea that was not consistent with international law 

* We strongly oppose the use or threat of force to resolve competing claims and urge all 
claimants to exercise restraint and to avoid destabilizing actions 

* We are aware of recent internal Phillipine discussions regarding the Mutual Defense Treaty and 
the U.S. coming to the assistance of the Philippines 

* We believe the MOT is a strong and effective treaty and requires no modification, especially in 
relation to claims concerning disputed islands

* It is fitting that you are going to lay a wreath at the Arizona almost on the anniversary of 
your own country's entry into the war (7 July 1937) 

Note; China's entry into the war with Japan is marked by the Lugou (Loo-goe) or Marco Polo 
Bridge incident, 7 July 37. 

* On evening of 7 July 37, Japanese troops stationed in China were practicing night maneuvers 
at the Marco Polo bridge approximately 12 miles west of Peking/Beijing 

* There was a skirmish at the bridge 

** Japanese claimed they were attacked by the nearby Chinese garrison at Wanping 
The Chinese claimed they were provoked by the Japanese 

* The next day the Japanese opened general attacks on the Chinese military 

* Then-Colonel Joseph Stilwell was the U.S. Military Attache in Beijing at the time
